Day at the U.S. Open marred by misery 


T HE tennis pros at center 
court weren’t the only 
combatants in New 
York City Sept. 12 — Mi- 
chael Douglas and wife 
Catherine Zeta-Jones also 
went to war in the stands! 

A family outing to the U.S. 
Open turned into a scene wor- 
thy of Michael’s black comedy 
about a crazed divorcing cou- 
ple, “War of the Roses,” with 
the superstars viciously tear- 
ing into each other in public! 

The humiliating scene re- 
newed fears they are headed 
for another split, sources told 
The National ENQUIRER! 


Accompanied by their 
12-year-old daughter, Carys, 
and 15-year-old son, Dylan, 
Michael and Catherine were 
trying to watch the women’s 
final, but as these exclusive 
photos show, it was far from a 
picture of family harmony. 

Trouble began brewing when 
the couple grabbed coffee 
and snacks in their exclusive 
viewing suite, a source said. 

“Michael and Catherine 
came out and sat their things 
down on a high countertop 
before going to their seats, 
but you could already hear 
and see them sniping at each 


other,” the source said. 

“It seemed like Catherine 
was goading him — she was 
laughing at him and Michael’s 
face turned angry. 

“They eventually went down 
to their first-row seats, but it 
seemed like an hour before 
they said anything to each 
other; Michael was looking 
one way, Catherine the other. 
You could feel the tension be- 
tween them.” 

“I feel sorry for Michael 
Douglas,” Susan Constantine, 
author of “The Complete Id- 
iot’s Guide to Reading Body 
Language,” said. “I can’t tell 


you what they’re saying, but 
it’s clear she’s in his face and 
punishing him!” 

Each photo tells the same 
story to Susan. “Michael ap- 
pears submissive in these 
shots, while Catherine is domi- 
neering and combative. He’s 
constantly looking away in 
avoidance of her abuse,” she 
explained. 

The very public spat marks 
another downturn in a rocky 
14-year marriage between Mi- 
chael, 71, and Catherine, 46. 
They separated in May 2013,

The 38-year-old stun- 
ner thinks that she carries 
the same cancer gene that 
plagues her mother, Valerie, 
sources said.

Adding to her stress, Kerry 
suffers from several debili- 
tating food allergies, which 
leave her exhausted. 

“Kerry takes precautions. 
She eats a healthy low-fat, 
high-protein diet, she exer- 
cises regularly and tries to 
get at least seven hours of 
sleep a night,” said a source. 

“But she still can’t shake the 
dread that she’ll one day be 
diagnosed with cancer.” 

The pal added: “All the 
stress is rough on her health.”

Chelsea bolted from Rosie’s home shortly 
after she turned 18 on Aug. 20, and then vis- 
ited her biological mom in Wisconsin before 
shacking up with Sheerer, who still faces up 
to five years in jail on the obscenity charge. 

Sheerer was previously arrested for heroin 
dealing and child endangerment and jailed in 
2013, but Chelsea is clearly smitten for her ex- 
con boyfriend and her new in-laws.

S MILING bravely 

through his pain, can- 
cer-stricken Rene An- 
gelil offered a gentle 
wave to fans of his wife, 
Celine Dion. 

The image — revealed 
here by The National EN- 
QUIRER — will likely be the 
last glimpse ever seen of 
the singer’s ailing husband, 
currently in the final stages 
of a long battle with throat 
cancer. 

Last August Celine 
cancelled all upcoming per- 
formances to care for Rene 
and their family, which in- 
cludes son Rene-Charles, 14, 
and four-year-old fraternal 
twins Eddy and Nelson. 

Despite his condition, Rene 
has urged Celine back to the 
stage and followed her to 
their luxurious Nevada com- 
pound, where he is spending 
his last days receiving the 
finest round-the-clock 
care and surrounded by 
family. 

Celine has also updated her 
Las Vegas show to become 
an intimate tribute to the man 
she married 20 years ago 
and describes as “the only 
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boyfriend I’ve ever had.” 

She had hoped he would 
be able to sit in the front row 
when she returned on Aug. 
27, but Rene — who is hooked 
up to a feeding tube and ear- 
lier this year was unable to 
swallow or talk — was too ill, 
instead watching a special 
live feed back at the couple’s 
home. 

During Celine’s 12 years 
performing at Caesars Pal- 
ace, her show has changed 
a great deal, but her current 
performances are the most 


personal she has 
ever performed, a 
clear tribute to her 
husband! 

“Usher Mike” - 
whose name we 
have changed as he 
was not authorized 
to speak by Cae- 
sars Palace — told 
us: “She’s changed 
most of the songs in 
the set. 

“Her husband is 
really, really sick, 
so it’s an amazing 
thing she’s keep- 
ing on performing. 
I guess, in a way, it 
helps her take her 
mind off it. You can 
really tell there’s a 
lot of passion go- 
ing into each performance.” 

During her set she speaks 
to the crowd, telling them 
how grateful she is for their 
support. 

At the show The National 
ENQUIRER attended, she 
said: “I hope that by now you 
have got the message that 
tonight’s show is very, very 
personal to me.” 

The main set ends with a 
stirring rendition of Queen’s 
1991 classic, “The Show Must 
Go On,” which appears to be 
something of a promise from 


Celine to Rene, who has been 
the driving force behind her 
career since she was a teen- 
ager. 

In 1999, Rene was diag- 
nosed with throat cancer 
and has undergone a num- 
ber of surgeries to treat it, 
including a 2013 opera- 
tion, which led to part 
of his tongue being re- 
moved. 

Now Celine and her chil- 
dren must cope with his 
final days. Agonizingly, 
even his doctors cannot 
tell how long he has left, 
and they have to take 
each day as a gift. 

As Celine herself 
recently said: “It’s im- 
portant to open your 
eyes in the morning , 
and look at yourself in 
the mirror and ask two 
questions: ‘Are you 
dead, or do you have 
a ticket to ride?’ 

“There are just two >1 
tickets. If you’re 
alive, have a good 
day. Because to- j, - 
day is the most * 
important day of ^ 
your life.”

R OBERT Blake may have 
killed his daughter’s 
mother — but he sure- 
ly did not destroy the 
spirit of Rose, the gor- 
geous little girl he fathered 
with Bonny Lee Bakley! 

In a world exclusive, The 
National ENQUIRER has ob- 
tained remarkable photos of 
Rose Blake, 15, a Campbell 
Hall School varsity cheerlead- 
er in L.A. 

As the images 
prove, Rose is 
thriving, con- 
fident and the 
spitting image of 
her slain mother, 

Bonny Lee. 

“She is beautiful 
and super nice and 
is really, really funny, 
said a source, who added 
that Rose enrolled in the pri- 
vate, K through 12 Episcopal 
school during the last year. 

Incredibly, the school, where 
tuition runs almost $35,000 
annually, is located only about 
a mile from Vitello’s, the Stu- 
dio City Italian restaurant 
where Bonny Lee was killed on 
May 4, 2001. 

But our source said Rose is 
none the worse for being so 
close, adding, “She is making 
new friends and meeting new 
people. She had a boyfriend 
last year. 


“She was a cheerleader 
for football season and she 
played on the soccer team,” 
the source said. 

“She’s also involved in 
the dance program and 
is taking dance every day 
and was in a spring dance 
production.” 

Rose, now a sophomore, was 
only 11 months old when her 

mother was shot to death. 

Rose is living with 
Blake’s eldest 
daughter, Delinah, 
her fiction- writing 
husband, Gregg 
Hurwitz, and 
their 10 -year-old 
daughter, Nata- 
lie, in a sprawling 
$1.94 million home 
in the affluent Los 
Angeles suburb of Sher- 
man Oaks. 

Blake was tried and ultimate- 
ly acquitted of murder in his 
wife’s death in 2005. 

What’s more, The EN- 
QUIRER can reveal beautiful 
Rose rarely — if ever — sees 
her dad. 

“Delinah made a conscious 
decision to make a fresh start,” 
another source explained. 
“She didn’t want Rosie any- 
where near her father because 
she didn’t think he was stable.”

Delinah and Gregg 
adopted Rose shortly before 
Blake’s trial began in Decem- 
ber 2004. 

“Even though Rosie is not 
her biological daughter, Deli- 
nah treats her as if she were,” 
the source added. “She is very 
affectionate to Rosie.”

A KANSAS City mom has been bust- 
ed for stashing her starving kids in 
wooden boxes deep within a cave 
while she was at work, but her boss 
said she’s wrongfully accused — 
those crates were just “play spaces!” 

“These were well-lit playhouses in a well- 
kept shop!” Sean Dale, 41, the owner of 
the auto repair shop where Brittany 
Mugrauer, 24, worked, told The 
National ENQUIRER in an 
exclusive interview. 

The business is housed in the 
same former limestone mine 
where the two boys — just 6 
and 4 — were found hungry 
and unattended in dirt-strewn 
containers on Sept. 14. 

Mugrauer was charged with felony 
child endangerment and is scheduled to 
appear in court Oct. 7. 

According to court documents obtained 
by The ENQUIRER, the reason police were 
on the scene was to investigate Sean’s “Un- 
derground Diesel” operation as a suspected 
“chop shop.” 

That’s when shocked cops made the dis- 


turbing discovery of the two kids huddled 
in one of the crates in the back of the cave. 

“The children were in the crate when of- 
ficers arrived,” said Detective Penny Cole in 
the probable cause statement. 

“The crates were just a play space for 
these kids,” said Sean. “Brittany was away 
for two hours to take me to the hospital 
when the police Came in and made 
these crazy claims. My mechanics 
watched them the entire time." 
The detective described a 
horrifying scene — saying the 
6-year-old was dressed in a 
dirty T-shirt and a pair of pants 
that were too long. His young- 
er brother was in a short-sleeve 
shirt and shorts. 

"Both were covered in dirt and filth 
from head to foot," she said, adding the 
younger child was eating dry ramen noo- 
dles out of a cup filled with dirt. 

The kids were hospitalized and are in the 
custody of child services. Mugrauer is for- 
bidden to have any interaction with them 
without court supervision, ne

Campbell has taken his last ride! 

Sources told The National ENQUIR- 
ER that the 79-year-old Alzheimer’s 
disease-ravaged star was removed from 
a care facility by his fourth wife, Kim, and 
taken to their Nashville area home to live 
out his final days. 

For the maker of such hits as “Gentle 
on My Mind” and “Wichita Lineman,” a 
source said: “Sadly, it looks like the end 
of the line for Glen. 

“Kim took him home because she frank- 
ly doesn’t know how much longer she’ll 
have left with him!” 

In June, The ENQUIRER exclusively 
reported that Glen can no longer 
speak with the exception of 
mumbling “I love you.” 

Glen was diagnosed with 
the debilitating disease 
in 2011, and it’s since pro- 
gressed to the seventh and 
final stage, which sometimes 
causes him to lash out in fear.

Autmn told her: “After 
hearing the reports about 
Ennis, we saw a strange car 
in the parking lot below Yo- 
si’s room. Yosi said Cosby 
had sent an assassin after 
me, because I was about to 
tell my story. I was scared 
for my life! 

“Yosi told us there were 


hitmen in the car below just 
waiting for me to come out- 
side. A man knocked on the 
door, and we all freaked out. 
He said he was from room 
service, but we knew he 
wasn’t. We wouldn’t open 
the door.” 

JEWEL’S BOOK questions 
who ordered Markhasev to 
kill Ennis and how that slay- 
ing was linked to the foiled 
extortion plot. 

Cosby, 78, has admitted to 
having sex with Autumn’s 
mother, Shawn Upshaw, and 
paying both Autumn and 
Shawn more than $100,000 
over 20 years. 

In a 2005 interview with 
The ENQUIRER, Cosby 
insisted Autumn never sub-

mitted to a blood test, as he 
did, to prove or disprove a 
father-daughter relationship. 

Jewel and her husband 
posted the $250,000 bond 
needed to keep Autumn out 
of prison after she was ar- 
rested for her part in the 
extortion. 

Jewel’s bombshell tell-all 
also floats an alternative 
theory, further espoused 
by Autumn after her ar- 


rest, about who could have 
ordered Markhasev to kill 
Ennis. 

With the plan to extort 
Cosby souring, Autumn told 
her aunt that Medina told her 
the night before Ennis died, 
“there was a person sitting in 
a restaurant, and that some- 
one was going to be taken 
care of by the morning.” 

Autumn told Jewel: “I didn’t 
know what that meant, but

B ILL Cosby stands to 
lose so much money in 
the sexual assault law- 
suits filed against him 
that his insurance company, 
AIG, is trying to cut the dis- 
graced comedian loose, The 
National ENQUIRER has 
learned. 

Cosby has asked a federal 


judge to dismiss — or at least 
put on hold — a lawsuit from 
his insurance firm, which is 
seeking to avoid paying for 
his defense. 

AIG sued Cosby in June 
in both Massachusetts and 
California over homeown- 
ers’ insurance policies it 
issued to him in those states. 


While they indicate Cosby 
is covered for “defamation,” 
they won’t insure him for 
personal-injury claims aris- 
ing from “sexual, physical or 
mental abuse.” 

Cosby is currently being 
sued by three women in 
Massachusetts — Tamara 
Green, Therese Serignese 


and Linda Traitz — and at 
least one in California, mod- 
el Janice Dickinson. 

He’s been publicly accused 
by many, many more. 

“There’s no telling how 
many more women could 
file civil actions, and without 
insurance to cover the pos- 
sible payout of damages, 
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Autumn Jackson, left, 
and mom Shawn Upshaw ^

was renting during the 
filming of the movie ‘Up- 
town Saturday Night.’ 
He fixed me a drink that

ers of color to it,” Shawn 
revealed.

^ it but he kept telling 
me to finish it, and I 
did. I immediately felt 
very out of sorts,” she 
said. “I knew definitely 
that I had been heavily 
drugged. I was completely 
disoriented and feeling faint. 
Finally, he took me to the 
bedroom and put me to 
sleep. 

“That’s the last I remember 
of the night — but I woke up 
in the morning knowing I’d 
had sex during my sleep,” 
Shawn added. “It seems Bill 
has the same drill he pulls on 
women.” 

Cosby’s lawyer John 
Schmitt said at the time that 
Shawn was “thoroughly dis- 
credited.

THE SENSATIONAL claim 
has exploded the investigation 
into whether the 43-year- 
old actress was murdered by 
her abusive husband, Rob- 
ert Wagner, on their yacht, 
“Splendour,” on Nov. 29, 1981. 

Experts originally ignored the 
presence of the drug because 
they found a prescription 
for it among her 
effects after 


her body was found. 

But Paul, who forensically 
reviewed Natalie’s autopsy re- 
port, told The ENQUIRER the 
amount of propoxyphene in 
her body was far higher than 
she would have been expect- 
ed to voluntarily swallow. 

“The reading was .07 mg, 
which was well over the 
therapeutic level,” Paul re- 
vealed. “She had also taken 
cyclizine, which is a motion 
sickness drug. And she 
had a blood-alcohol read- 


ing of .14, which is almost 
twice the legal limit for 
drunkenness. 

“The drugs alone would 
have made her drowsy, but 
combined with the alcohol, 
which she had been ingesting 
all weekend, and her sleepy 
state, she would have been 
vulnerable to a surprise attack. 
It would have been more than 
sufficient for the perfect mur- 
der,” Paul charged. 

“Splendour” Capt. Den- 
nis Davern has said foul play 
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was involved in Natalie’s 
death, and has directly im- 
plicated Wagner, saying the 
actor fought with Natalie 
just before she vanished. 

Investigators reopened 
the case in 2011, and a 
year later changed Nata- 
lie’s cause of death from 
“accidental drowning” to 
“drowning and other unde- 
termined factors.” 

L.A. County Sheriff’s De- 
partment Homicide Bureau 
Lt. John Corina told The 
ENQUIRER Wagner is not 
a suspect in the case, but is 
classified as a “person of in- 
terest.” 

Wagner has long main- 
tained he did not fight with 
his wife and did not kill her. 

CONFIRMING PAUL’S 

findings, celebrity funeral 
home worker Allan Abbott 
has told The ENQUIRER 
Dr. Noguchi made ugly in- 
cisions on Natalie’s body 
during the autopsy, trying 
to determine if her bruising 
was caused by injections. 

“She was embalmed by 
the funeral director, Bill 
Pierce,” Allan said. “They 
had an open casket, and he 
told me on the day of the 
funeral that they had to put 
her in the silver fox coat to 
cover up all the butchering 
[from] looking for injection 
points. 

What’s more, “the bruises 
were all fresh bruises, indi- 
cating that they occurred at 
or near time of death — and 
not after she entered the 
water,” world-renowned fo- 
rensic pathologist Dr. Bill 
Manion told The ENQUIRER 
after analyzing Dr. Noguchi’s 
autopsy report. 

“Dr. Noguchi did a very 
careful autopsy, and I be- 
lieve he looked for injection 
sites and took the skin to see 
how old or fresh the bruises 
were, which indicates to me 
that he was suspicious.”
